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Reasons For Allowance 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Sumar et al. (U.S. 
Patent No. 5,838,768) teach a system and method for the conversion of messages from one 
medium to another in an Intelligent Network (IN) telecommunications system comprising 
several Intelligent Peripherals (IPs) connected to a Service Control Point (SCP) over a network. 
The various IPs are also linked to each other over a distinct telecommunications backbone. The 
SCP orders a conversion IP to retrieve the received message over the telecommunications 
backbone and convert it to a specified medium, which may optionally be specified by the 
recipient. When the conversion process is complete, the SCP orders a delivery IP to retrieve and 
deliver the converted message to the intended recipient (column 5, lines 45-63). Dahlen (U.S. 
Patent No. 5,870,454) teaches an intelligent network telecommunications service allows a calling 
party to provide a voice message which is converted by the service to a text message. The text 
message is delivered to any of a plurality of types of media formatters, which in turn transmit the 
text message to corresponding types of receiving equipment. The text messages can be delivered 
to a sole called party or to a distribution list of called parties (column 1, lines 50-67). Patel et al. 
(U.S. Patent No. 6,681,257) teach methods and systems in a messaging system to identify a 
messaging platform for use in delivery of a message addressed to a mailbox address served by 
the messaging platform. The messaging system includes a network element and a plurality of 
directories. Using at least the NPA of the mailbox address, the network element determines 
which directory includes the indicator for the messaging platform for delivery of the message. 
Using at least the NPA-NXX of the mailbox address, the directory obtains and provides the 
indicator of the messaging platform for delivery of the message (column 3, lines 17-35). 
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However, regarding claims 1-15, prior art of record fails to teach, or renders obvious, alone or in 
combination, a computer-usable storage media storing a software routine to enable a service 
node/intelligent peripheral (SN/IP) of a computer-based telecommunications system to monitor 
incoming data to determine whether the incoming data is for a subscriber, to send a message to a 
switching control point (SCP) of the system indicating the presence of customer data, to connect 
to the subscriber in response to a message from a service switching point (SSP) of the system, to 
format the data into a CID (caller identification data) format, and to deliver the data to the 
subscriber. Regarding claims 16-19, prior art of record fails to teach, or renders obvious, alone 
or in combination, in a system having an originating service switching point (SSP), a signaling 
transfer point (STP), a service node/intelligent peripheral (SNIP) and a switching control point 
(SCP), a method for providing information over a telephone network comprising: receiving, at 
the SNIP, a subscriber's selection of message data to be delivered to the subscriber; using the 
SNIP to store the message data; configuring a customer premises equipment (CPE) to receive 
and output a caller identification (CID) message; connecting said SSP to said SNIP; and 
providing the message data in CE) format from said SNIP to said CPE for output by said CPE.
